Pioneer in the Show Printing In- 


dustry in the West had At- 


tained Great Success 


Mr. Hines Strobridge, president of the Stro- 
bridge Lithographing Company, died April 11, 
1t bis home, 236 Albion Place, Mt. Auburn, 


<incinnatl, 
Mr. Strobridge was a widely known business 
mean and one of the founders of the Lithograph- 


ing industry in the West. He was born at 
Solon, N. Y., Im 1823, and spent his youth 
at Hamilton, Ont. At 14 he became a clerk 


and in 1843 started a store in Cincinnati. 
Later be was connected with the Methodist Book 
Concern In 1854 Mr. Strobridge went into the 
copper plate printing business and, during the 
Civil War, preduced the first oil portraits of 
distinguished men. The plant was destroyed by 
fire, in 1866, but In 1868 he organized the Stro 
bridge Lithographing Company, which gained 
for him a reputation all over the country. The 
oew plant was destroyed by fire in ISS87, and 
another, the present location, is a monument to 
tis enterprise. Mr. Strobridge had not been 
sctively connected with the business for nearly 
+ year before his death, but he continued to 
hold the office of president.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION 
IN THE KEYSTONE STATE. 


AFFECTS AMUSEMENT ENTERPRISES 


One Bill Provides Specifications for the Construction of Machine 


for the suffering public in El Paso this summer. | 


Booths in Motion Picture Theatres—Another Provides for Fire 
Escapes, Exits, etc., for All Indoor Places of Amusement 


The House of Representatives of the State of | 
Pennsylvania has before it for consideration, two | 


acts that effect moving picture theatres in 
state. 

The first, known as House Bill No. 408, 
vides that all booths or enclosures for the 
poxe of operating therein, moving picture 
ebines, must be built and constructed as 


that 


pur- 
ma-

| lows: 


They must be at least seven feet high, the 
floor space to vary according to the number of 
machines the enclosure contains, viz., for one 
machine, six by eight feet, for one machiue 
ind one stereopticon, nine by eight feet. For 
two machines and one stereopticon, twelve by 
eight feet. The same is to be made of struct- 
ural steel consisting of four outside horizontal 
members, top and bottom, four corner uprights 
supporting the roof, to be made of one and 
me-half inch angle iron. The uprights are to 
be spaced every two feet and are also to be con- 
structed of one and one-half inch angle 
or two inch tee iron. All joints are to be 
made of steel plate, that must be riveted or 
bolted by flat headed rivets with the heads 
placed on the outside. The doorway frame must | 


be six by two feet. and also constructed of 
angle iron, to be joined by steel plates. The 
covering for the sides and top of the booth 


must be of asbestos boards, at least one-fourth 
inch thick. and to be so eut and arranged that 
the vertical joints shall always come over the 
angle or tee iron, and so that they may be se- 
curely fastened to the same. Wherever any 
joints exist that do not come closely together. 
the cracks must be covered with asbestos cement 


or other equally satisfactory non-combustible 
material. The floor must be double, the lower 
floor shall be made of boards not less than 
seven-eights inch thick, supported by horizon- 
tal angle iron. Resting on this floor must be 
asbestos boards three-eights inch minimum 
thickness, or of equal fire resistence. There 
shall net be more than two windows per ma- 
chine, one of which shall be for the operator 
and one for the machine. The window for the 


machine must not be more than six inches high 
or twelve inches wide, and the window for the 
operator must not be more than four inches 
wide. or more than twelve inches high. and 
must be clesed with gravity doors, which shall 
overlap the window opening at least one inch 
en all sices, and shall be held open by the! 
nse of fine combustible cord, which will pro- | 
vide their automatic closing in the event of ne- 
cessity. The main door must be provided with 
a substantial spring, sufficient to keep the door 
closed, and provided with the necessary stops 
to prevent it from swinging into the booth 
or damaging the hinges. All shelves within 
the booth must be made of slate slabs, or as- 
bestos covered boards not. less than seven-eights 
inch thick, and all supports must be made of 
angle iron. Provision is made in the bill for | 
ventilation by means of a vent pipe, connecting 
with a fan, the location and dimensions of 
which are both fixed. The mounting of rheo- 
the 


stats, character of the wiring. ete., are 
also provided for. Machines must be securely 
fastened to the floor. 


The enforcement of the provisions of the bill, 
if it becomes a law, is placed in the hands of 
the Chief Factory Inspector, or his deputies, 
and a minimum penalty of $25 and not more 
than $500, or imprisonment affixed within the 
discretion of the court. These requirements | 
also apply to portable booths when used in 
schools, churches, halls, lodge rooms or the- | 
atres. The Bill contemplates that this law. | 
if enacted, shall not apply to cities of the first | 
and second class. 


BILL PROVIDING FOR FIRE ESCAPES AND | 
EXITS 


What is known as House Bill No. 430 is also | 
under consideration by the Pennsylvania House 
of Representatives. This prospective law pro- | 
vides for fire escapes, exits, character of signs | 
indicating their location, and provides charac- 
ter and location of all exits and their manner of 
eare, before, during and at the clese of each 
entertainment. The owner of the bnilding is 
made Nable. The law, if made effective, will 
also come under the jurisdiction of the Chief 
Factory Inspector, and the fine for violation is 
fixed at $500, or six. months’ imprisonment, or 
either or both as the court may decree. ‘The 
latter regulation is not meeting with the same 
strennous antagonism as is the former, which 
the moving picture interests claim is unreason- | 
able and entirely beyond the requirements of 
any emergency that may arise.

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The Dramatic Critic Ques- 
tion Once Again — Tree’s 
Revival of The School for 


Scandal. 
E have just had the old critic question 
W forced upon us for discussion once more. 
This time it has risen out of the atti 
tude of the critics toward the performance of 
Hamlet, which is now going on at the Lyceum 
Theatre. As I told you three weeks ago, Man 
agers Carpenter and Smith set out to give the 
public a perfectly straightforward performance 
of the play, and completely free from the 
various peculiar subtleties and coloring which 
have gradually been grafted on to it. They 
succeeded in attracting the public and making 
the production a big success. But the critics 
weren't satisfied. In their own peculiarly su- 
percilious way they pointed out that this was 
mot the Hamlet they were accustomed to see 
and that the piece was neither produced or 
played in the way they themselves would have. 
In fact, it took some of them nearly two col 
umns to point out the way in which it should 
have been done. 
they cheerfully admitted that it 
pleased the cheap parts of the house. 
time they have just overstep the mark, 
and Mr. Carpenter has politely pointed out 
their error in a letter he has just written to 
the newspapers. Therein he says: “I do wish 
that some of the gentlemen who are so kind as 
to write notices about us would try and for- 
get that we have a six-penny gallery, for I 
can assure them that it has never entered my 
mind or affected my policy when I was pre- 
poring the present production of Hamlet; and 
it must be obvious to anyone that it is con- 
sidered that it would not pay us to appeal only

money held by the theatre. If we did not 
draw large numbers of the people to the better 
parts, we could not possibly keep the Lyceum 
open, and we have to consider these better 
parts much more than the gallery. We pro- 
duced Hamlet because we know large numbers 
of people enjoy it; but we do our best to let 
people know that we do not treat it as a sort 
of ‘literary medicine,’ for it is the prevalence 
of that impression that has caused many peo- 
ple to avoid Shakespeare who now find that 
hig plays contain real people and real human 
emotion: that being so, the wonderful language 
used only forms an additional attraction, in- 
stead of seeming so far above ordinary people's 
heads.’’ 

Mr. Carpenter puts the case very clearly in 
this letter. Both theatregoers and managers 
know very well that what they want end have 


not the slightest desire to be dictated to in 
this respect by learned and supercilious crit 
ics. If the public likes a play it will go and 
see it; if it doesn’t, it won’t go. What the 


critics say one way or the other matters little 
in the long run. After all, the best recommen- 
dation a play cau have is when a man goes 
back to his club and tells his friends that the 
new play he has just seen is a real good thing. 
But despite the number of times that 
judgment has turned out completely wrong the 
critics still go on in their old, sweet, superior 
way, and insist on giving the public their own 
more or less biased opinion rather than con 
tenting themselves with merely describing it— 
which, after all, is their sole and proper func- 
tion. I think though that this last discussion 
has made it clearer than ever to newspaper ed- 
itors and proprietors what the opinion of the 
public really is on the matter, and already one 
or two of the most meritorious among the 
critics have already commenced to tone down 
their methods. Occasionally a little plain 
speaking in a matter of this kind clears the 
air considerably.

MOTION PICTURE THEATRES IN 
INDIANA AND MICHIGAN.

Editor The Billboard: 

Dear Sir:—Seeing in your paper many dif- 
ferent phases of the moving picture question, 
mainly from the rental side, I thought perhaps 
my experiences for five months in exclusive 
moving picture houses in Indiana and Michigan, 
might prove interesting to the moving picture 
business at large. 

I opened my season with the moving picture 
houses by booking my wife with her dog and 
monkey circus, in houses willing to play us on 
a fair percentage basis, house and attraction 
standing 50-50 of advertising expense. No 
trouble was found in booking at most houses, 
but I used telephone, mail and an agent three 
days ahead. Some houses were almost unworthy 
of the name of picture houses, consisting of a 

4 few chairs, a sorry, dirty curtain, and managers 
did not appear until the doors were ready to 
open. The film service they had, varied: some- 
times good, sometimes bad. I played houses, 
one in particular, in Michigan, where the pic- 
ture houses had run down to nothing, all on 
account of dirty houses, bad service 
subjects. A man had just taken hold of the 


F house, installed a new machine and was paying | 


a big rental for his service, but he was getting 
the goods, pictures that advertised him, 
out a scratch or blur upon them. 
every picture once, before opening his doors, 
if anything suggestive or strong appeared, 
cheerfully lost the night. In two or three 
weeks he was packing his house and had built 
up a reputation for good, clean pictures. 

I saw a film service company, in Michigan, 
quoting service on three or four different 
schedules. One man was asked fifteen 
for three changes, another for the same service, 
ten dollars. In the same house, I saw a service 
of six films, weekly, shipped two at a time, 
for twelve dollars, while they asked others 
to pay ten to fifteen dollars for three changes 
of one film each. 

It must be admitted that the twelve dollar 
service was made up of bad, old subjects, well

I know of a film exchange in Pennsy!- 
vania that actually takes up its bad films, 
cuts out the worst places on two or three dif- 
ferent subjects, some beginning in the middle 
of a scene, some ending a scene, and making up 
a reel of such stuff, ship it out to be rented or 
sub-rented.

Buckskin Ben Gives His Views Regarding the Booking of At- 
tractions at Fairs, and Suggests that if the Fairs are to Form into 
Associations the Managers of Attractions ought to do Likewise-- 


BUCKSKIN BEN ENTERS FORUM 


IN FAIR AM —— AGITA- 


To the Editor of The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 
Dear Sir:—I have noticed the various articles 
published in your paper the past few weeks be- 


tween the managers of carnival companies and | 


booking agents, claiming contracts to supply all 
the shows and amusement features to certain 
fairs, and the denial on the part of the secre- 
tary of the fairs that such a contract existed, 
also the letters published two weeks ago regard- 
ing the fair situation, and with the assistance 
of the columns of your paper I would like to 
make public a few of my opinions regarding 
the matter. 

With a friendly feeling toward the carnival 
managers and booking agents, many of which 
are personal friends of mine, I believe it is only 
a matter of time when fair managers will go 
back to the old way of booking everything in- 
dependent. 


Who is it that has built up and created the | 


amusement end of the fairs? It has not been 
the booking agency or the carnival companies, 
but the independent shows themselves. It was 
not many years ago that if a fair had as many 
as three shows on their grounds it was consid- 
ered a large number, and as the demand for 


more amusements was created, the supply was — 


enlarged to meet it, many of the big attractions 
that have helped te increase the attendance at 
the fairs in past years are now compelled to 
map out a new route altogether and omit the 
fairs where their relations have always been 
friendly, both in a personal and financial 
way. 


If the fair managers are going to form their 
circuits and vote away the right of any inde- | 
pendent shows to play their fairs without paying 


an enormous per cent. to the middle man, the 
time has come for the managers of the inde- 
pendent shows to get together themselves and 
refuse to play any of the fairs where the per 
ceut has been raised to such a figure that it 
is impossible to make a reasonable income on 
the money and time invested in the show. * * * 

If it were not for the big feature attractions, 
what would the fair amount to as far as draw- 
ing the crowds on the big days? Where do the 
people congregate on a fair ground? * * ®* 
On the midway, and when you take the attrac. 
tions off of that it will make a vast difference 
in the box-office receipts. So in view of all 
this, why not let the shows that have helped 
to build up the attendance at the fairs have 
the first chance at the glory and profits. 
I would be glud to have the opinion of other 
show managers regarding the matter.

Much of it that is true makes mighty poor reading, and much of 
it that is charming and instructive is printed in small type in out-of-the-way 
of actors and actresses held sacred by the American press, so that their lives, 
corners of the paper.” * s ad “I should like to see the private affairs 
of actor and actress held sacred by the American press, so that their lives, 
so far as the public is concerned, would be judged only by a standard of 
dramatic criticism.” . * a “IT think there should be exemption for 
those who represent, in any form, the world of art.’ ° ad s “The 
American press, ignoring the fact that emotional acting is an art, and not 
a public exhibition of private character has given the public the impression 
that emotional actresses resemble, in their natures, the characters in which 
they appear.” ad * s “Its power is so great that it seems to me it 
could afford to be generous enough with that power to exert it in protecting 
American players of distinction from the private and personal attacks so 
often found in its news columns.” 


The statements and plaint contained in the above are not new, and 
the contention will hardly raise an issue in the minds of fair-minded people. 
In no other country are the private characters of stage people so ruthlessly 
assailed. There are reasons for such abuses, to be found not far from the 
surface. Leading, among the causes, are the efforts of some managers to 
foist upon the public actresses whose sole claim to attention is personal 
beauty or other charm than real, artistic ability. An unconcealed bid for audi- 
ences and the dollar, on the strength of such personal charm, has brought 
about a reign of nausea, followed by wholesale condemnation, in which the 
good and the bad have shared. The daily press critic, it must be confessed, 
is not any too often fitted to finely discriminate.. His training, often, has 
been such as to disqualify, due to the demand of many journals for highly 
seasoned stories. Ordinarily he is a big-hearted fellow who would manfully 
fight to protect from insult the very woman in the profession whom he writes 
up in lurid colors, but copy must be ground out and in accordance with the 
demands of his journal. So long as public sentiment will stand such attacks, 
and a certain liberty of the press is construed to mean license, just so long 
will that state of affairs exist. But, there is a condition which probably has 
more to do with the case than any other. We reflect the opinion of a recent 
critic, familiar with foreign and American audiences, and the standards of 
all such in asserting that America is young in art appreciation. Our artists 
rank with the best, but the audiences addressed have not arrived at the state 
where they can disassociate the artist from the part played. Admiring the 
player’s art, a marble or a canvas, they still seek to chisel, and cut away 
the beautiful idea, effigy, line curve or pigment, that they may find what lies 
beneath the work, seeking to analyze the emotions, flesh and blood of the 
artist. The case is not hopeless, however, for year by year public apprecia- 
tion grows. Time will bring higher standards.

There is one practice among showmen that, perhaps as much as any 
other, needs reproach. It Is that of employing, however legitimately, names 
that, through long association with successful enterprises other than their 

own, carry with them prestige and weight. A man may noi 
What's copyright his name, though he can secure a patent right on 
In a the title of a business enterprise in which he is associated 
But where a name is capital it is easy enough for other show- 
men, who are more enterprising than scrupulous, to find a 
means of using that name in connection with their business without coming 
in contact with the law. If John Smith has bullt up a big and successful 
show of which the name “John Smith” is the trade-mark and the open sesame 
to patronage and prosperity, there is no particular obstacle in the way of 
Sam Jones’ putting out a much inferior exhibition and calling it the John 
Smith Show, his impunity being based on the grounds that a John Smith Is 
If the necessity for producing John Smith of the 
smaller show arises, he may be found to be a canvasman or roustabout of 
the aggregation. So, if the original John Smith enterprise is advertised as 
such, John Smith Show No. Two goes about the country foisting itself upon 
the public as The Famous John Smith Show, insofar constituting itself a 
parasite and an imposter. 

A means for putting a stop to this despicable practice would be welcomed 
most heartily by all the more honorable and better class of showmen 
throughout the country. The discovery of that means, however, remains 
a project of the future, for the copyright laws in their present form do not 
cover the abuse, either as it pertains to the commercial or the amusement field, 
the title only in toto being made non-infringible by the laws covering cor- 
porations. 

The suggestion that showmen abandon their own names in connection 
with the titles of their organizations would hardly meet with a degree of 
approval that would warrant making it at all, for the showman is essentially 
desirous of making his name synonymous with success and the power that 
goes with success in his particular field. Still, it may not be amiss to say 
that, if there is to be no immediate relief from the abuses incident upon the 
wholesale appropriation of titles and trade-marks, it might be well to resort 
to an entire change in the style of nomenclature. The John Smith Show 
would be just as successful under the title of the Double Eagle Show, which 
name would be absolutely immune against infringement. 

But, let’s try first to correct the abuse as it is now practiced.

We fancy, too, that the escapade will be used by brethren of 
the cloth as an example of the influence of stage life on the morals of its 
members. Shallow and biased minds will seize upon it as proof that the pro- 
fession, as a whole, is composed of that class of people. Little will they 
consider that should the same conduct be shown by a person outside of theat- 
rical circles, the incident would be the subject of comment but for a day 
and be then forgotten. 

However, the case in question emphasizes the fact that people who 
pose in the lime-light must be all the more careful to so conduct themselves 
that a worthy and noble calling be not made a reproach. The conven- 
tionalities of life have been established for salutary reasons. Society could 
not exist without them. People of the stage are subject to them, and 
by them they will be measured. The personal characters of its fol- 
lowers are more subject to criticism than are those of such as 
are back in the shadows. The person involved in the escapade we 
have mentioned is not representative of the great body of worthy people 
who have chosen to make the stage their calling, and no more indignant 
denial of the same can be made than by our voice in this instance. 


One of our readers took exception to the editorial published in our issue 
of April 24, entitled ““‘What is a Show?" He argues that we are overlooking

Yet you evidently over- 
look the fact that a great portion of the posters put up by billposters is ad- 
vertising commercial goods, and if such bill would become a law, it would 
practically wipe out the earnings of all your patrons. If trade newspapers. 
who should be more interested than others, are going to remain quiet, with 
their hands folded, and take their medicine without the least show of resent- 
ment, they having more power than we poor individuals, there is no use for 
us to make a fight to have the bill killed.” 


Now this censure might be warranted if The Billboard were a “trade 
newspaper,” but not being a trade newspaper, our comment on the bill was 
more to determine the status of a show than to treat of the bill itself 
against which we are, as ought to have been clear from our reference to It 
as an undesirable measure, antagonistic. 

The Billboard has an ample task in attempting to protect the interests 
of the amusement profession. We leave it to Signs of the Times, and other 
publications devoted to commercial advertising, to do the same for that 
branch of enterprise. 

Our correspondent did not attempt to answer our question as to what 
is the status of a show.

Fred. W. Nall, Who Has Just Returned from Europe, and Who 
Has Made a Study of Roller Skating Conditions Over There, 
Sets Forth the Situation from an Unbiased Point of View— 


HAMILTON IS VICTOR. 


Clarence Hamilton won the final in the three- 
mile roller race Saturday night, April 17 In the 
fast time of 8:322-5. This makes the third 
race Hamilton has won at the Coliseum Rink in 
Kansas City. 
championship races pulled off in Kansas City 
under the sanction of the Western Skating As- 
sociation, and every one of the events has been 
won by him. April 3 he made first in the one- 
mile, April 10 he won the two-mile race in the 
record-breaking time of 5:32,- and April 17, 
Hamilton was fortunate enough to hang the 
ae mae championship in Kansas City to his 
credit. 

The three-mile race was the most exciting run 
in Kansas City. The following qualified in the 
semi-finals: Clarence Hamilton, of Boston; Rod- 
ney letters, of St. Louis; Earl Sanford, of St. 
Louis; Jack Woodward, of Pittsburg, and Midge 
Sherman, of Kansas City. Hamilton took the 
lead in the race, start, tripped and fell, but 
had presence of mind to pick himself up imme- 
diately and continued and by some tall speed- 
ing caught the others. Rodney Peters had the 
lead, when Midge Sherman, following, in some 
manner made Peters fall. This brought the 
whole field down. Hamilton was the first up 
and on and won the race with Earl Sanford 
second and Sherman third. 

The boys left Kansas City for the Riverview 
Rink in Chicago, where they skate for one and 
two miles. 


NEW RINK GAME. 


The management of the Auditorium Rink, 
Pittsburg, Pa., believing that professional 
hockey and polo would prove profitable at their 
rink, have invented a new game called ‘‘Floor 
Ball."’ The new game is said to eliminate the 
possibilitiy of “rough house’ play, but not- 
withstanding this feature, it is considered quite 
dangerous to the participants. A description 
of the game is given below: 

The team is composed of six men, a goal 
keeper, point, cover point, left and right wings, 
and center. Regulation hockey sticks are used, 
also a ball similar to that used in indoor base- 
ball. Cages of the polo type, six feet wide and 
four feet high, are placed ninety feet apart. 
The game is governed by the amateur hockey 
tules and a player guilty of slashing for the 
first offense is penalized two minutes and this 
rule has been the making of the sport for it 
eliminates the rough house play and adds speed 
to the play as well 

Two referees are used, each covering one half 
of the floor. The Auditorium Rink teams are 
composed of amateur skaters only and the league 
is composed of four teams who are playing a 
post season series of games. The interest 
taken by the public surprised even the most 
sanguine and to say it has been a success is 
putting it mild. Not an ounce of pumice is 
used on the floor as it was found unnecessary 
since the managment has used new floor dressing 
prepared by themselves.

Gerald Hayes, who has managed the Hippo- 
drome Rink, Kansas City, Mo., since the open- 
ing, left April 15, to assume his duties as 
American League umpire. F. A. Magnan has

Manager C. W. Smith has fitted his rink up 
with banked corners for the racers and athletic 
events which are frequently held at the Riv- 
erdale, Toronto, Can.

Smith’s own invention and can be removed im- 
mediately after the events. Toronto has fur- 
nished many ideas for the betterment of roller 
skating, and Managers Smith and Ryan are 
deserving of praise. Manager Ryan has been 
very successful with his never-slip, which does 
away with pumice and chalk on skating floors, 
and Manager Smith has conceived a way to 
hold races on flat floor rinks, enabling the racers 
to obtain a high rate of speed.

FOREIGN RINK NOTES. 


By FRED NALL, 
(Who has just arrived from Europe after a 
year’s absence.) 


The roller rink game has not the least chance 
of losing popularity abroad for some years to 
come. Mr. Nall makes the announcement that 
on his return, which will be in about sixty 
days, that in addition to his other interests, 
he will act as managing director, assisted by 
Mr. S. R. Kirkness, of J. C. Plimpton & Co., 
of Liverpool and London, of a private corpora- 
tion, capitalized at 50,000 pounds, divided into 
50,000 shares of one pound each, to be styled 
the American International Rink company, Ltd. 

According to the plans of the promoters, it 
is proposed to hire, purchase, or, if necessary, 


up-to-date, luxurious and attractive style pos- 
sible as skating rinks throughout France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Holland, Austria, Italy, and 
other continental countries. In this connection 
it might be stated that the promoters are in 
treaty in France with a view to securing suit- 
able sites in the following towns: Paris, Lille, 
Roven, Havre, Rennes, Bordeaux, Toulouse, 
Lyons, Marseilles, Dijon, Montpelier, Tours, and 
the following seaside resorts: Trouville, Dinard, 
Rovan, Biarritz, Boulogne, Cannes, Monte Carlo, 
Dieppe, Aix-le-Bains and Vichy. Similar inquir 
fes are also being made in other continental 
countries, and rinks will be operated in such 
important cities and centers as Berlin, Ham 
burg, Bremen, Hanover, Brussels, Antwerp, 
Liege, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Vienna, etc. 

Roller ekating has now become the most popn- 
lar indoor amusement in England, and the great 
success that has attended the different com- 
panies now operating In the United Kingdom, 
leads us to believe that the success on the con- 
tinent will far in a way, transcend anything 
that has beeo done in England. The great 
secret of the popularity has undoubtedly been 
based upon the improved conditions under which 
the pastime bas been carried on. During the 
past twelve months, a large number of com- 
panies have been formed, and with very few 
exceptions the rinks have been running most 
successfully and have already paid large divi- 
dends.

THE PARIS STAGE. 


This brings to mind the denunciation of the 

France drama by a minister of Brussels who 
declared that the productions now being pre- 
sented to the nublic of Paris and in fact all 
France. are demoralizing and degrading. His 
criticism is true and not true at one and the 
same time. 
It is a fact that scarcely any dramatic produc- 
tion of the Paris season would be permitted, 
word for word, on the American or English 
Stage. The most delightful, harmless and al- 
together charming play in which Miss Billie 
Burke created such a vogue, Love Watches, in 
its original form in Paris, known as L’Amour 
Veille, was somewhat naughty, but any Parisian 
first-nighter will tell you that L’Amour Veille 
so far as epiciness goes, was about as mild as 
any piece of the dramatic kind seen in this vil- 
lage in many’s the day. But— 

The Brussels clergyman was wrong in charg- 
ing the stage with the sin of demoralizing the 
French public. It’s the other way around. The 
producer of plays in France is exactly the same 
as he is in America. And there, here and every- 
where else, he is like the merchant who sells 
clothing or boots or drygoods. He supplies a 
demand. If a merchant had no call for gray 
cloth and the style ran to greens, that merchant
